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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This case has been carefully reviewed and analyzed in view of the Official 
Action dated 2 July 2004 . Responsive to the objections and rejections made in the 
Official Action, the Specification, the Claims and the Abstract have been rewritten 
so as to more clearly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the 
inventor regards as his invention. No new matter has been introduced. 

The Examiner objected to the Specification because of numerous 
informalities. The Title was objected to as being "misdescriptive." These 
informalities and errors have been reviewed and all of the Examiner's suggestions 
have been adopted herein, including adopting a more apt Title. It is believed that 
by the correction of these informalities reflected in the currently amended Title 
and Specification that the Examiner's objections have been overcome. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph, for indefmiteness. All of the Claims have been amended to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the Applicant regards as the 
invention. The archaic word "fillister" that is only used in modem English in 
relation to certain woodworking and cabinetmaking details, has been replaced with 
the word "recess." 

The Examiner stated that "Claims 1-8 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set 
forth in this Office action." It is the Applicant's belief that the currently amended 
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Claims do overcome the Examiner's rejections by having been rewritten with 
particularity and clearer enabling language. As such, Applicant further believes 
that the currently amended Claims 1-8 ought to now be allowable. 

It is therefore the Applicant's belief that the currently amended Application 
has been placed in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully
